Cave City, Feb. 17.—Rescue work plans' to recover the body 
of Floyd Collins were definitely abandoned this afternoon, after 
it was determined that lives of workers would be endangered by 
further efforts. The threat of sudden death crept over the cave 
today as workmen fought against time and sagging rock in a last 
desperate effort to recover (he body from the clutch of nature. 
Efforts were mai)e to burrow through a new side drift to Col­ 
lin’s feet, hut the dangerous condition of the earth and rock halted 
plans shortly after the attempt was started. As a result the nar­ 
row cave that trapped Collins will also act as his coffin, as it had 
been previousv determined that amputation of his legs to free 
him, was impossible.

Sand Cave, Ky., Feb. 17—Tile rocks 
which spelt death to Floyd Collins 
probably will shroud him forever. 
This became apparent today when 
engineers consulted on whether the 
bringing out of a body might mean 
death to many living men. 
Work 
during the night on extricating Col­ 
lins from his casement of rock pro­ 
ceeded among plumping stones and 
Shifting mud. 
Workers cut closer to 
the head of the dead man, joining 
the narrow tunnel and the natural 
passageway at the end of which the 
explorer’s body lay. 
It became apparent early that it 
would be impossible to tunnel around 
Collins, to pry off the pinioning rock 
and then to bring him to the surface. 
It meant the endangering of lives, 
aYid II. T. Carmichael, superintendent 
of operations recommended that fhe 
Collins family grant permission to 
amputate either one or both legs of 
the. body to accelerate its freeing.

Minimum wage legislation in states 
where Hie acts are enforced ‘has not 
brought

sought.” the report finds. 
Warning 
is given that such legislation along 
lines advocated by Ohio sponsors of 
this proposed 
legislation 
would 
be 
"prejudicial to industry.” 
The conclusions reached by th© 
committee are: 
"The so called mandatory minimum 
wage 
legislation is 
unconstitutional 
and, therefore, should not be enacted 
by the general assembly. 
“The non mandatory law-, similar to 
that which is in operation in Massa­ 
chusetts, is of little effect because its 
provisions cannot be properly enforc­ 
ed, the .only weapon of enforcement 
I being public opinion.

“The minimum wage legislation in 
j other states has not brought aboft 
I the- remedial result which w as sought 
and has not been enforced in several 
states, which enacted it.

MARBLE BUILDINGS 
ACTUALLY GROW IS 
FOUND BY BUREAU 
W ashington, 
F,>b. 
16 — M arble 
buildings of th e United States are 
growing. 
This rem arkable fact has been dis­ 
closed by a survey of therm al expan­ 
sion 
of 
stone 
conducted 
by 
the 
United States Bureau of Standards. 
“Marble, especially, shows, pecul­ 
iarities in its behavior under tem per­ 
ature changes,*' the announcem ent 
said. 
“It expands on heating, but whe$ 
cooled to the original tem perature 
it does not shrink to its original di­ 
m ensions; th a t is, it retain* a part 
of 
the expansion 
as 
a 
perm anent 
growth. 
“Specim ens have bqen m easured 
under low tem perature and found to 
expand when cooled below normal, 
which, also, is contrary to the usual 
conception.” 
/ 
These queer characteristics of the 
action of stone, even under changes 
of heat caused by Sum m er and W in­ 
ter, a /e held accountable for the pe­ 
culiar instances of w arping which 
are som etim es noted in m arble head­ 
stone in cem eteries. 
B ureau officials pointed out that 
therm al expansion of stone—th at is, 
the am ount stone changes in dimen­ 
sions with changes in tem perature— 
has received too little attention from 
scientists and construction engineers 
of the United States. 
The assum ption has been, it was 
said, th at stone expands at a uniform 
rate in all Interm ediate tem peratures, 
these deductions being based on a 
lim ited num ber of observations. 
The 
present data was term ed misleading. 
D eterm inations at the Bureau of 
Standards, at which frequent length 
m easurem ents were m ade on lime­ 
stone and m arble speMipens as the 
tem peratures were raised indicated 
that these old assum ptions are far 
from correct. 
“For sm all increases in tem pera­ 
ture above /norm al the expansion is 
very small, but the rate increasers 
rapidly as the tem perature rises,” of­ 
ficials declared. 
“At IO degrees centigrade the av­ 
erage expansion of m arble is about 
the sam e as th at of steel but at 200 
d grees the ra te is approxim ately 
doubled, w hile for tem peratures a 
few degrees above norm al expansion 
is only a fractional p art of th a t of 
steel.

The large num ber of rejection 
for m ilitary service on account of 
“ flatfoot” has called the attention 
of the 0 medical authorities to the 
alarm ing prevalence of this defect 
Minong the civilian population of 
this country. 
Many thousands of 
men. otherwise in good health and 
suitable m aterial for soldiers, have 
been rejected for this reason alone, 
and if this is the case w ith our 
young men, we may assum e th at 
the, condition is even m ore preval­ 
ent. am ong the m ass of the popu­ 
lation. 
“Flat foot” simply 
m eans 
th a t 
the arch of the foot, which is nor­ 
m ally curved or bow-shapped, has 
fallen som ewhat, so as to render 
the inner edge of the sole m ore or 
less flat. 
It is an extrem ely pain­ 
ful condition, and besides being a 
b ar to m ilitary service, is a ser­ 
ious handicap to anyone who suf­ 
fers from it. 
The structure of the foot is high­ 
ly 
complicated. 
There 
are 
a 
num ber of small bones which a r­ 
ticulate one with another and are 
held in place by ligam ents and the 
m uscular 
covering. 
W hen 
the 
ligam ents are strong 
and 
in 
a 
healthy condition, they hold up the 
arch of the foot. 
W hen, on the 
other hand, they become relaxed 
through constitutional 
weakness, 
Im proper footgear, lack of exer­ 
cise, wrong m ethods of standing 
and walking, excessive weight of 
the body, etc., they can no longer 
hold the "bones in place. 
They be­ 
come lij*e pieces of elastic, which 
have been stretched so long th a t 
they have lost their elasticity, and 
no longer contract or function as 
they should. 
W hen this state has 
been reached, the arch begins to 
fall, and, if it is not checked, flat 
foot ultim ately results. 
Vne con­ 
dition takes some ttm e to develop 
being usually noted 
during 
the 
m ature or later years of life. W hen 
it appears early in life it is gener­ 
ally the result of anatom ical con­ 
form ations of an unusual nature. 
W hen flat foot occurs as a re­ 
sult of the last nam ed factor it is 
often difficult to cure, and may re­ 
quire a surgical operation for its 
correction; but when it is an ac­ 
quired condition it can alm ost in­ 
variably be cured by proper ex­ 
ercise 
anti 
footgear, or at least 
greatly benefited, and if suitable 
m easures are taken to prevent it* 
recurrence it will stay cured.

MARBLE BUILDINGS 
ACTUALLY GROW IS 
FOUND BT BUREAU 
W ashington, 
F<>b. 
16 — Marble 
buildings of the United States are 
growing. 
This remarkable fact has been dis­ 
closed by a survey of thermal expan­ 
sion 
of 
stone 
conducted 
by 
the 
United States Bureau of Standards. 
“Marble, especially, shows, pecul­ 
iarities in its behavior under temper­ 
ature changes,*' the announcement 
said. 
“It expands on heating, but whe$ 
cooled to the original temperature 
it does not shrink to its original di­ 
mensions; th at is, it retains a part 
of 
the expansion 
as a permanent 
growth. 
“Specimens have twien measured 
under low tem perature and found to 
expand w*hen cooled below normal, 
which, also, is contrary to the usual 
conception.” 
/ 
These queer characteristics of the 
action of stone, even under changes 
of heat caused by Summer and Win­ 
ter, a.e held accountable for the pe­ 
culiar instances of warping which 
are sometimes noted in marble head­ 
stone in cemeteries. 
Bureau officials pointed out that 
thermal expansion of stone—that is, 
the amount Rtone changes in dimen­ 
sions with changes in temperature— J 
has received too little attention from 
scientists and construction engineers 
of the United States. 
The assumption has been, it was 
said, that stone expands at a uniform 
rate in all interm ediate temperatures, 
these deductions being based on a 
limited number of observations. 
The 
present data was termed misleading. 
Determinations at the Bureau of 
Standards, at which frequent length 
m easurements -were made on lime­ 
stone and marble specimens as the 
tem peratures were raised indicated 
that these old assumptions are far 
from correct. 
“For small increases in tempera­ 
ture above /normal the expansion is 
very small, but the rate increasfs 
rapidly as tho temperature rises,” of­ 
ficials declared. 
“At IO degrees centigrade the av­ 
erage expansion of marble is about 
the same as that, of steel but at 200 
d grees the rate is approximately 
doubled, while for tem peratures a 
few degrees above normal expansion 
is only a fractional part of that of 
steel. 
"These

where stone is used in connection 
with ott^er m aterials, as l f usually 
the case 
in 
modern

SAFETY WEEK EVERY WEEK 


pR A D E crossing fatalities between June I and October 


I of last year were substantially reduced, according 
to a recent report of the Interstate Commission, as com­ 
pared with the same months of 1923, despite the fact that 
the number of automobiles used in this country had in­ 
creased approximately 20 percent. 
The American Rail­ 
way Association says it was due to the safety campaign 


conducted by the railroads and the publicity given it. An­ 
other reminder that a safety campaign invariably pays. 
Let a community declare a no-accident week and set itself 
for carefulness, and the casualties of that week are cut 
down compared with those of an ordinary 
aeven-day 
period. 
What the public must bring itself to doing is to 
follow the example set by the properly managed indus­ 
trial establishments and make every week a safety week. 
From June I to October I in 1923 there were 869 
fatalities and injuries to 2,178 more persons at railroad 
grade crossings. 
In the same period in 1924 the grade 
crossing fatalities were 738 and the non-fatal injuries 2,- 
191, a reduction of 131 in the number of deaths and a 
drop of 113 in the total number of such casualties. 
Even 
so, there was obviously a serious continuation of heedles- 
ness at the grade crossings in the 1924 
period 
under 
observation. 
Many continued to start across the track* 


without stopping, looking and listening. 
There is only one thing to do and that is to keep up 


the safety campaign constantly. 


CHARGED WITH A GREAT TRUST 
A 
S THE utterance of the spokesman-in-chief for the av­ 
erage faith and conscience of the American people. 
President Coolidge’s recent speech before the delegates 
to the Foreign Missions convention in Washington, was 
conspiciously sermonic. In fact, in the role of preacher, 
Mr. Coolidge -rather surpasses than falls short of the best 
pulpit standards. 
For the unemotional expression of 
truths 
of high 
emotional potentiality President Coolidge is rapidly tak­ 
ing first rank among public speakers of world promi­ 
nence. 
Nothing could have been in better taste, more 
modestly spoken, less intentionally challenging, than his 
foreign missions address. 
On the other hand, no utter­ 
ance on religion from such a high source in recent times 
has been so intimately challenging, so broadly liberal and 
so charged with evangelistic earnestness. 


For one thing, the President conceives of Christianity 
a.‘ “a highly practical as well as a profoundly spiritual 
mode of life.” 
He speaks of a world brotherhood as a 
thing already accomplished and operative instead of a 
vague dream of an impractical idealism. 
In a thousand 
ways the missionary effort has been linked with educa­ 
tion, science, the mechanic arts, and civilization has swept 
on to ‘‘improve the estate of man.” 


Nobody has said with more persuasive 
force 
the 
simple thing that the Christian nations as a whole are 
entitled to say, viz., “The Christian nations have become, 
in an Intensely practical as well 
as 
a highly 
spiritual 
sense, charged with a great trust for civilization.” 


Appealing for a tolerant and sympathetic point of 
view in dealing with the peoples of 
alien 
nations and 
r'jces, the President declared “our liberalism needs to be 
generous enough to recognize that missionary effort will 
often build better on foundations already laid than by 
attempting tv substitute a complete new structure of mor­ 
ality, of life arid of ethics.” And there was a fine reserve 
and common sense in his closing admonition: 
“We have 
not all the wisdom that has been diffused among the sons 
of men. 
But we have been greatly favored and have 
much wherewith to aid those less richly endowed. 
A be­ 
coming modesty, a discriminating sense of our real op­ 
portunities and responsibilities, are altogether to be de­ 
sired as help*; in the great work we wish to do.''

other hand, they become relaxed 
through constitutional 
weakness, 
im proper footgear, lack of exer­ 
cise. w rong m ethods of standing 
and w alking, excessive weight of 
the body, etc., they can no longer 
hold the "bones in place. 
They be­ 
come lijte pieces of elastic, w hich 
have been stretched so long th a t 
they have lost their elasticity, an d 
no longer contract or function as 
they should. 
When this state has 
been reached, the arch begins to 
fall, and, lf it is not chocked, flat 
foot ultim ately results. 
T ne con­ 
dition takes some time to develop 
being usually noted 
during 
the 
m ature or later years of life. W hen 
it appears early in life it is gener­ 
ally the result of anatom ical con­ 
form ations of an unusual nature. 
Wh<>n flat foot occurs as a re ­ 
sult of the last named factor it is 
©ftrn difficult to cure, and m ay re- 
ouire a surgical operation for its 
correction: but when it is an ac ­ 
quired condition it can alm ost in ­ 
variably be cured by proper ex­ 
orcise 
and 
footgear, or at least 
greatly benefited, and if suitable 
m easures are taken to prevent its 
recurrence it will stay cured.
